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Sheriff Ahlstrom 

Appeals Decision 
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of Federal Judge I 
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20 Years Ago 
in Antioch 



Held in ^500 Bonds Pending 

Appeal to Higher 

Court 



Sheriff Edw!n Ahlstrom, Labo 
county ahorfff, was released In ?500 
bonds pending an appeal from the de- 
cision of Federal Judge George A. 
Carpenter who fined Ahlstrom J250 
for contempt of court on Tliuraday. 

The Lake county ahorlft was tried 
for misconduct with two girl prison- 
ers given Into his custody by tho 
federal district court. 

The defense admitted during the 
hearing that Alhstrom had taken tho 
girls to roadhouses and dances and 
that on one occasion tho prisoners 
were Intoxicated when they arrived 
home 3 o'clock In tho morning after 
a night out. '■ ' 

The two girls Margutrlto Borland, 
20, and Marjorlo Moberly, 19, In afll- 
davlts testified against Ahlstrom. 
They were being held at that time 
In connection with the arrest of Iglo 
Jacklonski and Thomas Sullivan 
put on trial for violation of the 
Mann act. Sullivan and JablonskI 
were sentenced to a year in the fed- 
eral penitentiary at Fort Leaven- 
worth, March 12. 

United States Attorney Charles 
Swanaon admitted that ho had no 
evidence to show that Ahlstrom had 
Intimate relations with his charges. 
The defense presented by Ahlstrom's 
attorney, William Weiss, was that 
Ahlstrom had commlttod no act that 
was in contempt of court. Tho de- 
fense admitted that Ahlstrom took 
the girls to dances but said that that 
in itself was not Irregular. Also, that 
during such affairs the girls were al- 
ways In Ahlstrom's custody and that 
thoy never were out of Ahlstrom's 
sight. 

"Do you call It in being In tho 
sheriff's custody when the girls wore 
In the arms of other men dancing?" 
Judge Carpenter demanded, 

Weiss cited Ahlstrom's war rec- 
ord and said that when he was elect- 
ed sheriff that he had no experience 
in public affairs, and that ho appoint- 
ed ofllclals under him who proved 
disloyal to the sheriff's oinco and that 
when he discharged them they sought 
to get revenge against Ahlstrom. He 
said that was tho origin of the whole 
affair In which Ahlstrom was Involv- 
ed. 

"The hoy did nothing to flaujit the 
federal court your honor. If ho did 
any mitoward act It was merely a 
silly Impulse," Weiss said. 
Judge Carpenter replied: 
"The federal court does not com- 
mit prisoners Into any sheriff's cus- 
tody to be taken to dances and to he 
Intoxicated." 

lie added that the girls were in- 
volved In a very disagreeable case 
and that the sheriff could not be high 
minded who could take such girls to 
dances — that he certainly would not 
take girls of this typo to his homo. 

"I can only charterlze such con- 
duct as excess," Judge Carpenter 
ruled. 

Weiss pleaded for the release of 
his client saying that, "he did wrong, 
Its all over with now and a convic- 
tion would ruin the young man's 
character in Lake county and unlit 
him for his duties as sheriff." 

He declared he has 75 prisoners to 
take care ot and that he should be 
allowed to return to Lake count". 
Carpenter replied: 

"1 hope that if any of the prisonera 
are women that ho will not repeat 
what has occurred between him and 
these two girls. I will not discharge 
Ahlstrom unless tho district nttointy 
anks it. 

"Any man who Is sheriff of a great 
county knows belter than to do a 
thing of this kind. He wl/l bo fined 
5250 and coats." 

Attorney Weiss asked for an ap- 
peal and Carpenter allowed 30 days 
Jn whlcli the ai>peal nmy he. filed 
Meantime Ahlstrom Is out on ¥500 
bonds. 

The ca.so will bo taken to tho federal 
district court of appeals.

Although the sheriff's men made a 
careful search of tho entire premises 
they could not find anything more ex- 
plosive than wine. 

There was twenty gallons of this 
liquor captured by the raiders. It 
was hidden under boxes and boards 
la the wood-shed, but when th^se 
were torn up and the cache of wine 
found there appeared to be nothing 
else. 

The wine was in big Jugs, and had 
the smell of a thick black molasses. 
The wine itself was dark, perhaps be- 
cause contained In the molasses Jugs, 
or perhaps made in some way with 
molasses as one of the Ingredients.

liy January 1, 1025, 1,008 miles of 
concrete pavement will have been 
buUL If tlie voters approve the $100,- 
000,000 bond Issue at tbo November 
election, another 0,400 miles will be 
added lo this mileage, making the 
grand total approximately 11,000 rallea. 
A syHtcm of this magnitude will place 
a hard rond within easy reach of 05 
per cent of Illinois citizens. And It 
can and will be done, If Governor 
Small Is re-elected, wltliout a dime In 
direct taxation. 

Very recently the division of high- 
ways announced that road contractors 
In Illinois have laid over 1,000 miles 
of concrete pavement this year. 
BUglitly more than 1,000 miles were 
laid last year, but with good weather, 
division engineers believe, over 1,100 
mllea will be laid before the end of 
the construction season. 

Tlie Illinois concrete pavements are 
the most durable In the country and 
tbo "Illinois type" now Is being laid In 
many states of the Union. The stand- 
nrd deHJKn, now being used In this 
Btnto, was adopted following most rigid 
tests on the Bates road near Spring- 
field. On this stretch every conceiv- 
able tjpe of road was laid by the divi- 
sion of hlgiiways. After the sections 
were completed, huge motor trucks, 
carrying loads of different weights, 
Imvcled over the roud day and night 
while engineers of the division watched 
the effect on the puvemeut. 

Prom these tests the enfflneers were 
able to state definitely what type of 
road was best fitted to withstand the 
onslaughts of thousands of trucks and 
pleasure vehicles. It Is this type of 
road that now Is being laid exclusively 
In Illinois. 

Tlds type of construction has saved 
the state millions of dollars since Its 
adoption, and other statCH were quick 
to realize this fact. Scarcely a day 
passes without seeing some engineer 
of another state or nation waiting upon 
the Illinois division of highways for 
Infonnatlon on this type of road. 

Persons not actually In contact with 
the work of the dlvlRlonhave little, if 
any, Idea of the Inunense amount of 
materials necessary la the construction 
of 4,008 miles of pavement. 

By the end of this' year over 00,000,- 
000 bags of cement, 10.000,000 cubic 
yards of sand, stone und gravel, and 
141,000,000 pounds of steel will have 
been used on our state highways. If 
all motor cars, constructed to date 
could be equipped with truck bodies, 
they could not carry this load on one 
trip. 

To build one mile of road requires 
opproximately a mile of cars loaded 
with motorlals. The materials used In 
1023 on Illinois roads would require n 
solid train "f freight, curs from Chi- 
cago to Denver, 

The cement iiRe<I to date would re- 
quire five years total output of 24 
hours per day of tha largest mill fur-, 
nltthlng cement- In Illinois. 

After roads aro constructPiI they 
are taken over by tlie, bureau of main- 
tenance, which has charge of all re- 
pairs, upkeep, patrol, cite, of the hard 
road system. It Is part of the work 
of this bureau to mark all roads. As 
evidence of how well this work has 
been done motoHsts, returning from 
cross-country trips, report Illinois ns 
the best nmrkod road system In the 
country. 

Tlie road-hullding program In llllnolH 
undoubtedly Is the most comprehensive 
In the country, If not the worid. Gov- 
ernor Small has permitted nothing to 
Btand in the way of the rapid advance- 
ment of this program und all Illinois 
now can be Justly proud of the 
ochlevement, which, In the llnal analy- 
sis, Is but the beginning of a bigger 
Jol)— construcllon of the $100,000,000 
system. The fact that Governor Small 
has built up the state's mad-buUdlng 
organization, and hiiH built the roads, 
Ls the public's guarantee that the pro- 
gram will bo continued If ho Is re- 
electwl.

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ILLINOIS MAKES 
HIGHWAY HISTORY 

PROPOSED BONDS FINISH JOB 



By Auto Fees 
No Direct Tax 



The rapid progress Illinois has 
made In highway devolopment during 
tho last fGw years affords one at the 
most impressive chapters in tlio 
State's history. At ono Umo consid- 
ered tho most negligent of tho States 
In highway Improvement, IlUnolos is 
now tho acknowledged loader of the 
good roads movement. 

Prior to tho passage of the tGO.OOO,- 
000 road bond lasuo, Illinois made 
some feeble, though sincere efforts to 
better her roada. The State aid law, 
providing for constructing roads at 
the Joint expense of tho State and 
counties, resulted In a number of short 
Btrotches of pavoraonL Becauso of 
tho fact that State funds for this work 
wore very limited, such pavements as 
were built were either of very short 
length, or wero of such temporary 
character that they wore worn out 
shortly after their construction. How- 
ever, those pavements accompllshct] 
ono thlnj:, rit ienst : They fronted 
public sentiment for a connected sys- 
tom of durable roads, which would 
boKin some pla-^e and go somowhero. 
The result was Uie adoption of the 
$(MM)0().0(W bnnd Issue law by tho dco- 
plo In November, 1918. 

' While progress on tho construction 
of this new system was somewhat 
slow at first, Illinois finally got her 
groat road program under way, and 
since 1920, she has constructed more 
pavement than any other State ever 
has In a like period of tlmo. In 1924, 
Illlnolos will, for the third successive 
year, establish a new world's record 
for ono season's road construction. 

Illinois Is setting an example for the 
world In the quantity of her road 
construction. At tho same' time her 
roads are being built according to the 
most advanced principles of onglneer- 
luK science. Through the Hiile.s test 
road, Uie State Division of Highways 
has done more to advance the knowl- 
edge of how to build roads than has 
any other single agency. Illinois has 
led tho world In highway research 
and Is molding the highway policies 
of the United States. Tho fact that 
road builders from all over tho world 
Tislt tho State to study our methods, 
la evidence of the reputation Illinois 
enjoys tor high class and durable road 
construction. 

Even though tho state has carried 
on an enormous road program during 
tho last three years, and has Insisted 
on first class materials and workman- 
ship, It has been possible to secure 
very fair and equitable prices. Head 
prices have averaged about $27,000 per 
mile as compared to an average of 
about $10,000 per mile which was effOc- 
tlvo before that period. Department 
officials have rigidly toliowed out tho 
policy that no partiality bo shown In 
awarding contracts, and that the low- 
eat responsible bidders be awarded the 
work. All work has been widely ad- 
vertised, and bids publicly opened. 
The Division of Highways has required 
contractors to give proof of their re- 
apouBlblllty before awarding contracts. 
th'JB Insuring tho completion of the 
maximum percentage of contracts that 



could reasonably he expected each 
year. 

Tho rapid progress which has been 
made in highway construction hou, of 
course, necessitated tho expenditure 
of road funds very rapidly. The end 
of the present year will soe the last 
of tho funds derived from the |60,- 
000,000 bond issue expended, with 1300 
miles still to be built to complete the 
original system. Unless additional 
funds are provided, the road proeram 
In the future will have to be eerlouslv 
curtailed, ainco only current revenues 
will be available for road construction. 
Before any motor fee collections can 
be used for construction, funds for 
principal payments and interest 
chargea on bonds, road maintenance 
and other expenses must first bo de- 
ducted. This will leave a compara- 
tively small sum. and will mean that 
the construction of the remainder of 
the present bond issue system cannot 
be completed before 1930. 

The issue the people must face, then, 
Is whether Ihoy wish to wait five or six 
years for the completion of the present 
state road system, and If, when It Is 
completed. It will be adequate. Be- 
yond all doubt, If this system were 
finished today, It would not be ade- 
quate, and each day aoea an increase 
In tho number of cars In Uie state, 
minois has made great sCVIdos la road 
improvement, but her highway con- 
struction has not kept pace with tho 
increaae In motor vehicles. While 
Illinois is now leading every state In 
the mlloago of roads constructed an- 
nually, many states are still ahead of 
Illinois In tlio total mileage of pave- 
ment completed, duo to tho fact that 
they had many mUcs of Improved roads 
constructed before our state had start- 
ed. Even thoao states which have con- 
siderable more miles of Improved 
roads than Illinois will have when the 
first system la completed, admit that 
thoy have not yet enough to caro for 
their tratfic properly. 

While the tremendous Increaae In 
motor vehicles demands an enlarged 
road system, this same Increase has 
resulted In so much greater motor 
license fee collections that tho funds 
for financing additional bonds are cer- 
tain. Illinois collected this year to 
September 20, $11,344,406.50 In license 
fees, or over $3,000,000 more than 
enough to make tho average yearly 
payment of principal and Interest on 
both bond issues. 

It la quite apparent that the only 
feasible solution of tho Illinois road 
problem is tho proposed $100,000,000 
bond Issue law. If the people approve 
this proposal at tho November election. 
Illinois can continue her groat road 
program and in the next four or five 
years our state can be made the beat 
paved area o'f ita size In the world. 
The engineering, contracting, and ma- 
terial producing forces of the state are 
organized to handle a largo construc- 
tion program now. 

In a few years tlmo, Illinois can 
have, without one cent of direct tax, 
the most comprGhensIvo road system 
In the world. We have made a good 
start with the $GO,000,000. bond Issu'^ 
now lot's finish the job!

These llguro.s show that the male 
teachers are better paid in Lako 
county than the women teachers. 
They show also that the men receid- 
ed bigger advances in salary during 
tho last fiscal year. In fact, the men 
teachers In Lake county are tho high- 
est paid in the state, receiving even 
more than in Cook county where the

The Public Service company of 
Northern Illinois was authorized to 
construct extension of its electric dis- 
tribution system over highways In the 
vicinity of Channel Lake, Antioch, 
Sllvcrlako and the Spencer High- 
lands, nil In Lake county, In orders 
made public by the Illinois Commor- 
CO commission at Sprlngfleld. 

The granting of this pcrnilBsIon 
brings out the fact that the local 
company is extending Us service to 
more and port parts of Lake county 
as a result of being able to serve 
more territory through the congtruc- 
llon of the big generating plant. 

Before the high tension lines can 
bo extended ovor highways It Is nec- 
essary to obtnin permission from the 
Illinois Commerce Commission as 
most of the lines are placed on the 
company's private right of way. 

Tlie extensions which the Public 
Service company already has made 
and which It contemplates making In 
the near future will cover Lake coun- 
ty with a network of electric wires 
and will supply service to many lo- 
calltlea In tlie county which have 
been without electric Borvlce.

Shall an Act of the General Asaembly of 
Illinois entitled, 'An Act In relation to the 
construction by the State of Illinois, of dur- 
able hard-aurfaced roads upon public high-

of such interest and bonds irrepealable; 
and pledges faith of State to the making of 
such payments; go Into full force and ef- 
fect?

Tho American Council of Agricul- 
ture hna prepared a leaflet pointing 
out the inequality that hna been Im- 
posed on American agriculture thni 
Icgislntlvo enactments favoring other 
lines, and la calling upon farmers and 
their friends to help remedy It, Tho 
Council was created at a confercnco 
of national and atatc agriculture or- 
ganizations In July at St. Paul. Minn. 

Its first undertaking la that of con- 
tinuing the campaign which was 
waged before tho last session of Con- 
gress to secure for agriculture the 
same boneilts of tho American prin- 
ciple of protection tliat has been ex- 
tended to American industry and la- 
bor. Candidates for election to Con- 
gress nro being asked to pledge 
themselves to "vote for and actively 
support legislation that will give 
American agriculture caunllty with 
American Industry and labor." The 
circular being distributed by tho 
Council urh'es that "Men und women 
alike should actively support candi- 
dates, regardless of their party uffllu- 
tlon, who do so commit themselves, 
and should defeat those who do not." 

The leaflet contains tho principal 
points of two addresses on the agri- 
cultural Kituatlon. One, by F. W.
